He checked it twice him- 
self and Carmen also checked it.

Carlos said the strap was changed four weeks ago. 
He had used. similar strap for two or three 
years, It could stand a strain of at least two

“verdict, said he accepted that nothing of this 
sort had ever happened before in precisely 
these circumstances. aE ae 

But in the light of the facts, it appeared it would be 
desirable to liave a more detailed’ inspection 
and more frequent renewals of the strap used 
in this particular act. .
